THE LAW.

The Williams Teleptioue bill was taken up
in the Benale yesterday, and adjournment
left the discussion of it unfinished. Benator
Foulke, Republican, delivered an argument,
which Las been days under preparation,

ure. S0 thorough a lawyer is Mr, Foulke,
and o conversant with the pleadings and
authorities on which ocorporations rely to
impose upon the publiec, that he was jusily
relied on by the monopolist opponeats
of the Williarns bill to say every
word that might be strained to upo-
hold their side, His discourse was a cold-
blocded presentation of the legal preten-
sions of souliess corporations, always against
the peopls.

We submit that in this matier and in any
question beiween monopolies and the peo-
ple, wherein the constitutionality or ,un-
constitutionality of it is the {ssue, the people
should be given the benefit of the lagislatioa,
‘or the monopolies buve then the Supreme
upon to decide upon {he istne. The
Legislature iz not the body to pass
upon questions of constitutionality,
nor is Mr, Senator Foulke, in his capacily of
legislafor, & jurist whose opinions are to be
taken for judicial decisions. If the tgle.
phone monopolisis and their chiampions in
the EBenate are so thoroughly satisfiad that
the Williams bill is unconstitutional, why
make such streaunous efforts to defeal it?
Wby not allow its passage, and then
promply remit the question of its constitu-
tionality to the courts’ Why are lawyers
and lobbyists from the [our points of the
compass employed to work against the
bill, ard capitalists of the Ameri-
can DBell Telepbone and Western Uaion
Telegraph Companies flocked here to use
money to secure its defeat? This wordy op-
position to the bill by Senator Foulke and
those on his side ia costing the State thou-
sands of dollars, It wounld have cost the
monopolisis far lets than they are paying

teen to bave secared the decision of the
Court against its conslitutionality, if ancon-
stitutional it be,

But the monopolists know they dare not
submit to that test. Thev k' ow that in a
long line of cases the Supreme Court of this
State Ilays down the rule that *‘it must ap-
pear very ciearly that the legislation is re-
pugnant to or in conflict with some express
provision of the Comstilution or the statute
will be upheld.

“It is notenouogh that the constitutionality
of the legislation may seem doubtful; for in
such cage the benefit of the doubt must be
given in favor of the constitutionality of the
siatute.”” In other words, if there is in a
question between a grasping monopoly and
the people a seeming doubt, the people must
in the hair-splitting have the benefit of the

doubt.
The case of Patterson ys. Kentucky, (79

U. B, Reports, page 701], fully and clearly
disposea of the pretended opposition to the
Williams Telephons bill. it was claimed
yesterday by the special pleader for the mo-
popoly that the Btate had no power to regu-
late the property or businessof a corpora-
tion in using an article protected by letters
patent frem the United Siates, beyond a
mere police regulation. Baut foriunately for
the people the Bupremne Court hes
eeftled the question the other
way in the case sabove referred to.
Chiet Justice Harlan says: “The right of
property in the physical substance, which
is the fruit of the discovery, is altogether
distinct from the right in the discovery
iteell. * * * [Iis employment may be se-
cured aud protected by National authority
sgainst all interference: but the use of the
tangible property which comes info ex-
istence by the application of the discovery
is not beyond the control of State legisla-
tion, sumply because the patentes acquires s
monopoly in his discovery. * * “. There
remaips in him, as in every other citizen,
the power to mansge his property, or give
direction to his labors, at his pleasure, sub-
ject only to the paramount claims of so°
ciety, whick requires that his enjoyment
may be modified by the exigencies of the
community to which he belongs, and regu-
lated by laws which render it subservient
to the gemeral public, if held subject to
State control.”

We guote only o part of the decision. Sen-
ators should, however, read the case in fall.

The State has the clear and well defined
right to regulate backs, sireet cars, rallroads,
telegraph and teiepbone companies, and all
corporations and companies that hold them-
salves out to the public as common carriers
of freizht or passengers for hire, or for the
transmission for pav of news or information,
The use of a patent vehicle or appliance in
no way changes or abrogates this rule, Sen-
ator Foulke can hardly lead asnybody to be-
lieve that a corporation an organizs under
the laws of this State sud wvroceed to use
and cccupy streets, highways and publ ¢ and
private property, and yet remsin exempt
from taxaiion and bs above and beyond
legislative regulation or coulrol.

He forgets to inform the public that the
Western ['nion Telegraph Company gets a
large per cent, {rom the American Ball Tel-
ephone Company. Mr Hocket acknowledges
that the Bell Company own 55 per cent, of
the Central Union.

[Union Telegraph
Oompany own 75 per cent, of the American
Bell Telephone Company., The latter owning

5 per cen!. of the Central Uaion

rendera the Wesiern Union Telegraph
Compeny a stockholder to the
amount of 26 per eant, We scknowledge
that the Central Union does not pay a cent
to the Western Union, but pay 35 per cent.
to the American Bell, of which 75 per cent,
is then given to the Western Union. No
contracts exist between the Western UUnion
Telegraph Company and the Central Union
Telephone Company; they are agreaments
involving the Eell T¢lephone Company, and
the Dell Company have contracts with
Upion which renders them
subordinate and holds them to a strict ac-
ceunt for viclation of coniracts between the
Bell Company and the Weslern Union Tele-
graph Company. He states that the Central
Union Telephone Company neyer refased to
grant an inostrument to a competing tele-
graph compary, We are aware of this, The
Central Uniom did not, but the American
Bell Telephone Company did. The latter
hayve a contract wilth the former prohibiting
them from allowing telephones to ba estal-
lished jin oppesition telegraph oflices,
where they would operate delrimenial to
the Western Unicn, except by order of a
court, Mr. Hockeit acknowledges this, but
states that the objecting party .is the pat-
entee, Thisis true to a certain extent, as
the patentee and the American Bell Tele-
pbhone Company are one, except the interest
owned by the Western Union Tele-
graph Company, The royalty paid
by the Central Union Te¢lephone Company,
is smply s transfer of money {rom one
pocket to another in the same viece of goods.
This explains the situation under a stroneer
focus than the Central Un'on Telephone offi-
clals dared to use, and shows the complicated
mannper in which the various teiephone
companies are related to each other; and,
also, their alliance with the Waestern
Unicn Telegraph Company. This tangled
up system of incorporating is adopted to de-
feat legislation agsinst them, and to obtain
cerfain privileges not otherwise available,
one principle objest (being to deceive the
public and solicit sympathy. It was upon
this technical featurs of organization that
rendered a decision in their iavor by the
Senate Judiciary Committee on last Wednes-
day.

THE CHICAGO PENSBION AGENT.

her coffice,

As to the Evansville Exchange, which
is carried on under the same rule governing
other exchanges throughout tha State, it is
managed 'with too little regard for the wishes
of its subscribers. Bome {wo years ago an
order was irsued, emenaling from the Presi-
dent of the company at Chicago, instrancting
the local mansger here to demand three
months rental in advance, and to
remove all telephones from suabserib-
ers opposing this demand, Tuoe sub.
scribers loudly objecled to this sudden
demands, Many could not spare their tala-
pbones npon such short notice, and would
sufler much inconvenisnce by the removsl
of the irstrumentz. ['nder these circum-
stances many acceded w the demands ot the
intimidating telephone company, however,
t'ally 50 per cent. ol the instramenls were
withd:awn and yet {the telephone company
thrived, and were no more humiliatiog than
before. Theyars discourtecus to their cas-
tomers, compelling them to surrender tele-
phonés without giviog reasoas, and threat-
ening the removal of instruments if their
unreasonable tarms are not strictly complied
with.

It is on this account that the subscription
list of 1be telepbone company is less than
half what it should be. It is theirown faalt
if their incon:e on the tolls prescribed in the
Williams bill is insufficient.
